No tire gauge 
IH needed. An apparatus is 
attached to the hose. This 
may he set at the pressure 
desired in the tires. When 
the exact, amount bf air re­ 
quired IHIH rushed into the 
rubber a bell rings.

Easily accessible in the 
yard Is a hydraulic hoist to 
•lift cars for greasing. This 
department is equipped with 
several pressure guns for
greasing.

FEATURE OF AUTOMOBILE CENTER

The lighting equipment in the new homes of the Tor­

In addition there will be a large flood light on the top 
of eacli tower at both ends of the building which will flood 
the whole service yard with white light at night. A third 
flood light will shine down on the gasoline station at night.
